Fun, Fanney, was Born in Cheſbire, and 
| . = Bleed Truth, at the firſt 
Preaching thereof in that County, which was 
about the Year, 1654. and the Twenty firſt 
Year of his Life; the next Year he received 2 
Gift for the Miniſtry, Preached the Goſpel of 
Chriſt freely, and travel'd into many Parts of 
England and Ireland, and had a fervent and ſound 
Teſtimony for Truth, and his Converſation and 
Courſe of Life did accord with his Doctrine. 
In the Year, 1683. he tranſported himſelf and 
Family into Penſylvania in America, and there 
ſetled his Family, where himſelf ſtaid about 
12 Years; and in the Year 1695. he came over 
in Company with his Friend Griffith, from Pen- 
ſyluania, to viſit his Brethren in England: And 
after he had ſtaid ſome time in Lenden, he went 
into Cheſhire, in the 6th Month of the ſame Year, 
where he had many Relations that are Faithful 
Friends; and though they were dear to him, 


he reſted little, but did viſit the Meetings of 
Friends, in ſeveral Neighbouring Counties. The 
next Spring, he travel d through ſeveral Coun- 
ties, where be had been in former Years, and 
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bad s deſſre to ſee the Brethren at the Teatly 
Meeting in London, and was there at that time. 
Soon after he was taken fo ill (having been de“ 
cayed in his Natural Strength before) * Bis Re- 
covery was much doubted; and Tome did adviſe 
him to go out of the City for the Recovery of 
his Health's after ſome time, he did adventure 
by ſhort Journeys, as, from London to Enfield, ſo 
to. Haviford, from thence to Hirbin, where his 
Diſtemper encreaſing, ' he could go no further, 
having a Purpoſe to go for Cheſpire. At Hitchin he 
lay a confiderable time, at the Houſe of our 
Friend William Turner, and Friends there were 
Careful and Tender over him; and he having 
endured much Hardſhip formerly in the Service 
of Truth, and traveling into ſeveral Climates, 
enduring Heèats and Colds, his Body was at- 
tended with much Pain; fo that few expected 
his Recovery; and two of his Relations, who 
were Friends, came from Cheſbire to Hitchin, to 
vifit him; one of them being with him in his 
Chamber, he ſaid to this Effect: Couſin, I am glad 
rbat you are come; I hardly expect to Recover, jo at to 
be, able to get into Cheſhire. I is ſome Exereiſe to 
think of being taken away ſo far from my Home and Fu- 


mily,' and alſo from my Friends' and Relations in Che- 
frure. I would gladly: have got down 'into Qhefhire,: 
but I muſt be content, however Xt! pleaſes God to order b 
it. Worſe things hade happened inibis Life to bettet 
Men than I am: I. ſnall be miſſed in America: Friends 
there were troubled when I came away : I have labour- 
ed faithfully amongſt them : They quill be grieved at the' 
Tidings of my Death: my Family will want me My

the Fear of God, I bade been a good Erample to tbem; 
I-bave a Care upon me, that they may be kept Humble

came into that part of the Country; concerning 
whom he had heard Evil Reports, and that they 
denied the Scriptures ; which had prejudiced his 
Mind againſt them: But it ſo happened, that 
there came a Woman called a Quaker, and Preach- 
ed in Ware-Magket ; and afterwards a Ryde Rab» 
ble followed her down the Street; and he ſeeing 
them, followed her alſo, in Pity towards her 

and to Reſcue her from them; 2 turned 
into a Houſe, where there was a Meeting, and 
a Man was ſpeaking there, called a Quaker, unto 
whom he liſtned, and heard him ſpeak much 
Scripture, although he did not name Chapter 
and. Verſe, at which he wondred, becauſe he 
had heard that they denied the Scripture ; but 
after he thus lent an Ear, the Woman ſtood 
up, and ſpake, and ſuch a Power did attend her 
Minifry, that his Spirit was much broken, and 
Aſtoniſhment ſeized on him; and he ſaw others 
' alſo. with Paleneſs of Face, and they ſmote their 
Hands: This brought great Fear upon bim, leſt 
be ſhould be deceived: Yet was afraid alſo, that 
he ſhould offend. God, and reſiſt the day of his 
Viſitation, 'T W great Sorrow upon him 
for a time, he not being able ito- diſtinguiſh ; 
but afterwards, going to another Meeting, he

to the World, (as the Lord's People were in thoſe 
Days, as well as in former me and ſoon after 
he was moved of the Lord to go to the Publick 
Places af Worſhip, to declare againſt them, and 
to Preach the Truth: Then Perſecution and Suf- 
ferings ſoon. followed; for many and various 
were the Tryals and Exerciſes which the Lord's 
pls went through in their Day. He was the 
Firſt called a Quaker, that ſuffered Impriſonment 
in Hartferd-Goal, for the Teſtimony to the Truth, 
where his Sufferings were great, the Priſon Wins 
dows being ſhut, that he might not have the be- 
nefit of the Air, or the Light of the Day. And 
after he was releaſed of that 0 cer Tac 
was 4 Priſoner five times more in that Town 
Hartford; the laſt time he was Sentenc'd for Ba- 
niſnment, and continued a Priſoner near Eight 
Years, to the great Detriment of his Health, 

ing often put into the Common Goal; which 
Tryals the Lord did carry him through wh 
much Patience, Contentedneſs, and Quietneſs of 
Mind, being given up to the Will of God. 

He was a Serviceable Man in many. reſpects, 
and willing to do what Offices, of Love he could 
for any: He trayel'd pretty much in the Ser ; 
vice of Truth in his younger Years, whilſt ho 
i of Body; but {ome time before his

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— Death, Diſtempers grew, and Weakneſs increaſ- 


ed upon him, which made him uncapable of be- 
ing much trom home.

all with great Patience; and when ſome Friends 
tame to viſit him, he told them, HisWeakneſs was 
ſuch, that be thought he ſhould hardly recover it: But 
however it pleaſed God to order is, he was fully ſatisfied + 
For be bad this Teſtimony, That he had ſerved the Lord 
with Faithfulneſs, and with an Upright Heart, to the beft 
of bis Knowledge « With more to that Effect, which 
eannot be well 'remembred. ' And at another 
fime, to a Friend that came to ſee him, he ſaid, 
ere is none that knows the Virtue and Goodneſs of 
ruth, ſo well as whon'they draw towards their latter. 
End, oben all Outward" Comforts fail and are leaving 
of them, and Sickneſs and Weakneſs comes upon them. 
He further ſaid, That be had Travel'd in the Service. 
F Truth in' former Years, when be had Strengtb of Body; 
and the Lord had given him many Living Teſtimonies to 
bear for his Name; in all which he was Faithful, and the- 
Remembrance of it warmed bis Heart at that time; for 
be could ſay, That his Care <vas, not to ſpeak more than 
what the Lord gave him to ſpeak, that thereby: his 
Name might be Honoured, And many times, and 
upon ſeveral occaſions, he ſo exptefled himſelf ;

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48 did fully manifeſt that true Satisfaction and 
Peace he had with the Lord; often deſiring, # 
be diſſolved, that be might go home to his Reſt. And the 
Lord's Love and gentle Dealing appeared very 
large towards him, in 32 him many times 
Eaſe of Body, and Comfortable Seaſons, of Re- 
freſhment ; and he generally reſted well in the 
Night, till about a Week before his Death. The 
'Senſe of it would often make him break forth 
into Praiſes and Thankſgiving to the Lord, for 
his Goodneſs and Mercy to him in the Night- 
Seaſon : When he awaked out of his Sleep, and 
when his Sleep was taken from him, yet he con - 


tinued Quiet, Patient and Senfible to the laſt 


Moment. And when his Wife ſaw that he ſlept 
little, and took little, hardly enough to Kee 

him alive, ſhe was full of Grief z which he per- 
ceiving, ſaid to her, Thou muſt give me up, for I 
ſhall not long continue here : but it will not be long before 
thow and I ſhall meet again, in that Bleſſed State; wheres 
all Tears ſball be wiped from our Eyes: He kept his 
Bed but four Days; and the Day, before his 
Death, his Children being by him, he ſaid to 
them, Lou, who are like ts enjoy vhat I have, I Would 
bave you remember the Advice of your Old Father, when I 
am gone, and live in the Fear of God, and as it becomes 
the Truth ; then you will be as Monuments, auben I am

young, with the Preſbyterians, tho Educated in 
another Form of Religion; but ſome time after, 
when thoſe People got into Rule and Govern- 
ment, they forgot their former Low and Perſe- 
cuted Condition, and grew High, Rigid and 
Fierce Perſecutors of Others; ere de he 7 


the Chiefeſt among them, having been himſelf 
one of thoſe Commiſſioners, who was deputed 
by the Nation of Scotland, to treat on Articles 
with King Charles II. when in Holland, Anno 1650. 
After he left the Presbyterian Way, for ſome 
time he was among the Independents, and findin 

them alſo to be for ſetting up themſelves, and 
Part II. | Perſecuting 
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Perſecuting others, he could no longer follow 
em. After this, he remained in Private for 
ome Years, a Solitary Mourner, not joyning 
with any Profeſſion in Religion; nor ſuffering 
ſeveral of his Children to be Sprinkled, or Bap- 
tized (as they called it) becauſe he could not own 
their Way of Conſtituting National Churches; 
and this was long before he was called a yoke 
And in this Solitary Retirement, he ſought the 
Lord, waiting for a People, who were Spiritual- 
ly.touch'd with a Divine Coal from the Altar, 

to kindle true and Spiritual Sacrifices to God. 

. And when he firſt heard that God had raiſed 
up ſuch a People in England, who directed all to 
God's Pure Lie bi, Spirit and Grace in their own Hearts, 
as the moſt ſure Teacher, and Leader into all Truth, 
Worſhip, and Religion; he ſaid, He felt bis Heart to 
leap within him for Foy. And after Weighty Exa- 
mination, concerning that People called Quakers, 
who did Preach the F'ruch among them, he found 
his Heart and Soul united to them: This was 
in the Year 1662. a time when it was as bitter 
a, Croſs, even as Death, to own them, eſpecially 
to one of his Repute ; and ſhortly after were 
ſeveral more Men of Note, in that Nation, Con- 
vinced of the {ame way of Truth; as, Jobn Swin- 
ton, in the South Parts, David Barclay, Alexander 
Skein, Thomas Mercer, and others. 

This made the Priefts and others Perſecute 
them; but they {ſtood their Ground, through 
the Grace of God, and did holdly bear their 
Teſtimony ; particularly this Alexander Faffray, 
Valiantly Contending for the Truth, in ſolemn 
Conferences with the Biſhop of Aberdeen, and 
Chief Preachers of that City. 

He was Faithful in his Teſtimony to the Truth 
to the laſt; and in his Sickly Old Age, was 
Impriſoned many Miles from his own 5

Non-payment of Tythes; and this is Remarka- 
ble, That a little before his Impriſonment, be- 
ing near to Death, as was judged by all that

He was taken fick the latter end of the 45

both Friends and other People, who did viſit 


him ; a few ob. them are as followeth. 

He ſaid, that it was bis great Foy and Comfort in 
that Hour, that ever be bad been counted <vortby to bear 
a  Teftimony to, and Suffer for that Precious Teftimony 
of.

In the Year 1653. Ambroſs Rige, Thomas Robin- 
fon, and Fane Waugh, came into the County of 
Oxford, to Preach the Free Goſpel of the Grace 
of God, at which time Thomas Gilpin received 
| their Teſtimony, and after Eight or Nine Years 
waiting upon God in Silence, God gave him a 
Diſpenſation of the ſame Goſpel to Preach to 
others, and he became an Able Miniſter, ſhewing 
himſelf Approved unto God; a Workman that 
needed not to be aſhamed, rightly dividing the 
Word of Truth.

ortunity to retire alone into private Places, where 
- did pour out his Soul to the Lord, in Suppli- 
cation, and great Travel of Soul came upon him, 
eſpecially towards his Latter End, for he was 
bowed in deep Humility, praying for the Light 
of God's Countenance, in OS reſence is Lite, 
Peace and Comfort, but the Lord was pleaſed to 
Chaftize him, by hiding his Face from him for a 
time, yet he kept his Hold, truſting in the Lord, 
gt in this State, he met with many Aſſaults 
from the Devil, and Temptations, to deſpond of 
God's Mercy; now he knew what it was to read.

and neglect going to Meeting, for the Publick 
Worſhip of God, which now became a very great 
Trouble to him, and that be ſhould ſpend his Precious Time

Follies, he particularly expreſſed à great Sorroqv for, pro- 


miſing, that if the Lord ſhould prolong his Days, be would 
endeavour to follow the beſt Examples, and ſtriteſt Way 
of living amongſt Faithful Friends; calling to 
Mind and praiſing the Good Life of his Grand- 
father ere A Friend Vifiting him, together 
with the Good Advice of his Father, concerning 
the Lord's Hand that was upon him, it being 
not in Anger, but in Mercy, that he might turn 
unto him with fervent Defire after him and En- 
joyment of him, and when he ſhould obtain

ſome time, the Lord did appear in him, and 
did lift up His Spirit as a Standard againſt —

though not as yet having a full Aſſurance of his 
Pardon, but a living Hope ſprang up more and more,

x He Died about the Twenty Firſt Year of his
